The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: a catalyst consisting 
of cobalt supported on alumina are known to be used for hydrogenation of carbon 
monoxide for preparing hydrocarbons, and the method for preparing the catalyst as 
described in claims 19 is a known conventional process for preparing the catalyst. It 
would therefore there is no special technical features that links the aforementioned 
groups together.
